Cacique. The Cacique made anſwer, That he 
would propoſe:the matter to the moſt 'confide- 
rabke + of his Subje&s ; and ſeeing' the anſwer-was 
longa coming,” Soto went 'to pay him a vifit on 
Wedneſday the'Eighth of March. He-pteſled 
him aÞain to ftirniſh him with Tagzavs, whom the 
other promiſed to ſerid next day :' Neverthelels, - 
al} the Governour obſerved that he was a Tung 
i ſome miſchief, and ordered Moſcoſo to keepa good 
SY guard all night; which he neglected.

| E houſes; which the 7»dians had laid up for their 
Proviſions : Theſe Walnut-trees differed nothing 
from thoſe of Spain , nor from thoſe which we 
hid ſeen elfewhere in that Country , but .that 
their leaves were ſomewhat ſmaller. We found al- 
ſoa great many Mulberry-trees,and Plum-trees, 
Eivhereof ſome bore red Plums like thoſe of Spaz, 
Bind others Plums of a violet-colout , diffterent- 
from ours, but of a far better taſte. ' All theſe 
recs were fair, and of as good a growth as thoſe 
hich are raiſed with care in Gardens and Or= 
hards ; for the Land yields but few ruſhes and- 
buſhes. The Army marched two days 'in this

Lacique , and aſſure him that he pardoned all 
that was paſt, and that he took his Preſents and 
Interpreter very kindly ; that he would be very 
lad to ſee him, and that he might come next 
by At length the Cacique came, attended by 
fourſcore 7xdians, who all entred the Camp weep- 
ing bitterly, as a ſign of their repentance and. ſub- 
miſſion,according to the cuſtom of that Country. 
They brought with them a conſiderable Preſent of 
ſeveral Cows hides, which were very convenient 
againſt the cold in that Country, becauſe Ty 
made a good furr, the hair of them being as ſott 
as ſheeps-wool, Theſe Cows are to be found in 
'very great nymbers to the Northwards of this 
| Province, but we ſaw none of them alive, beaufe 
that Country is barren, and almoſt a defart. The 
Cacique of Tulla made a ſpeech to the Governour _ 
in his own excuſe, and offered him his Perſon 
and all that he poſſeſſed. And here it is to be 
obſerved, that this Caczque and all the reſt; as

| God had purpoſely preſerved toſave us, ( for he | 
a alone knew the Arr of building Ships, and had it | 
"1 not been for that man, we had been {till in - 
Florida) that Geneoſe, I ſay, being allied by four 
or five Carpenters of Biſcaye who oped and | 
fitted the. Timber , undertook to build Brigan- 
tines. Another Genoeſe, and a Catalonian of the- 
County of Cerdagye took care to cawik them! 
| with that Herb 1 told you of, which reſembles: 
p | Hemp, and is called Exequer ; and when that fai-* 
"' led them, they; ſupplied the want with the thread 
of Mantles , which they purpoſely undid , and.

- gracious at that time, as to continue to us the , 
- marks of his protetion, by moving the /ndians 
to bring us in Mantles ; for we had;no means 
| left to go and fetch them, becauſe in the begin- 
| ning of Wigter the water had ſurrounded the 
Town, leaving but one League of dry Land a- 
round us; fo that we could not go out on horſe- 
| back, and without that it was impoſlible to re- 
| ducethe xudians ; for they were very numerous, - 
Fand feared our foot fo little , that they made no 
Eſcruple to fight them hand to hand either by land 
tor by water, becauſe they are more dexterous in 
ſhooting, and nimbler than the Chriſtians , the '} 
ground alſo being' more proper for their way of 
nehting.

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The Troopers made wooden ſtirrups, and gave 


| their Iron ones to make Anchors of. ' In March, 
thaugh it had not rain'd for above a month before, 
the River ſwelled fo prodigiouſly, that it reached 

to Nilco, which is nine Leagues oft on't ; and the 


Indians ſaid” that it ſpread as far on the other 
fide. The Town where we were, ſtood on 4 
height ; nevertheleſs , in the higheſt places the 
water reached the ſtirrups of a "Trooper. We 
built high ſheads of great pieces of Timber cove.

Hike was done in the houſes. But theſe not hof- 
ding out the water, we were obliged to get up. 
[tothe Garrets, and never went out of doors but

Taguante , accompanied with other Caczques toff 
the number of twenty , had reſolved to attackff 
the Camp with a very great Army ; that tof 
mask their 'Treachery, they were to ſend him aff 
great Preſent of Fiſh , three days before the Ar. 
tack, and another Preſent the fame day they had 
pitched upon for the Enterprize : That the 7p. 
dians who brought the Fiſh, combining with 
thoſe who ſerved in the Camp, were to ſet fire to 
the houſes of the Town, having firſt made them. 
ſelves Maſters of the Lances and other Arms that 
ſtood before the Souldiers doors: That at thefþ 
ſight of the fire, the Caczques, who were to be inþ 
ambuſh, would fall upon us with all their men, 
- and ſurprize us in that diſorder. The GovernourÞ 
ordered the 7:d;an to be kept in Chains, and on 
the day he pitched upon , thirty Indians loaded Þ 
with Fiſh came to the Town.

| 'fulin that, and that they made moſt of their 
food of it, they being .ſo numerous knew not Þ 
what to get to eat. . Thoſe. who came to the Þ 
Town were ſofamiſhed , that they were reduced Þ 
to skin and bones, and many died for meer want, 
The Governour: had ſeverally diſcharged any N 
Maes to be given to them ;; but the Chriſtians 
| ſeeing that even the Hogs had their bellics full, 
and that theſe poor 1ndians who came and took 
- fo much pains to ſerve them, and whoſe extream 
© miſery they could not but pity, charitably gave Þ 
them of the Maes they had ; neverth-'e(s,through Þ 
their charitableneſs we had not Mazs enough | 
to put on board for the uſe of the Army.

'{ NNE day before we went on board, it was : 
ry reſolved, that all the /nd;an Men and Wo- -: 
*men, who followed the Army, ſhould be dif- 
8 miſſed, except an hundred, whom the Gover- 
| nour allowed to be kept and Embarked. But 
there being a'great many perſons of Quality, : 
whom he durſt not refuſe what he granted to' 
others, he was obliged to come off with this 
| Fetch ; that every one might keep Indians ſo 
| long as we were upon the River, but that they 
| maſt all be ſent back when we come to the Sea, 
F becauſe we had not Casks enough to hold freſh - 
Water for ſo many people; In the mean time he * 
FJ gave notice privately to his Friends , that they 
Mould retain thoſe whom they had, and carry 
| them with them into New Spain : So they who 1 
| | Were. :: 
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| Were in bad terms with him, and who were nog 
'- a few, ſent back about five hundted Zndians of 
all Age and Sex; amongſt whom there were 
* ſome young ones that ſpake and underſtood 
- Spaniſh already. For being ignorant of the My. || þy 
* ftery which time diſcovered to them afterwards, Þ| G 
-- they thought it would be cruelty to take them || þ 
along with them, and leave them fo far from Þ| T 
-- their own Country. i danger of being made || a 
Slaves by. other 7»d:ans ; and for the advantage || t| 
of a few dayes fervice to reward them fo ill tor || y 
| all the ſervices they had rendered them: Moſt || t| 
| of theſe poor Indians went away weeping, which || t| 
wrought a great deal of compaſſion in us, ſee- || t 
ing ſo many Souls loſt without remedy , that Ft 
- might have been ſaved, by inſtructing them in Þ fl 
- the Chriſtian Faith, which with all their hearts | 
| they would have received. The Spantards who 
- parted from Minoya were 1n all three hundred | 
- and twenty two, in ſeven Brigantines, pretty 
- well built, fave that the Planks were a little too

were open without any Deck. Some boards

- Þ but he excuſed himſelf, and continued his courſe, 
_ | The /nd;ans waited upon us in their Canoes as far

|| vince of Quigaltan was not far from thence, and 
| Þ| they preſſed much to land and make War againſt 
| that Caczgue , promiſing to aſliſt us with all

with 11diais in them; who rowed down the Wa- 
ter, 'and being come to the fide oppoſite to us, 
with ſome kind of confuſion they drew up in 
order of Battle. The General ſent oft all the 
Crofs-bow men in two Canes, who diſperſed 
the Zvdians ; but when they ſaw that the Spa- 
* wards did nothing: but difperſe them without 
| purſuing , * they took heart, and drew nigh, 
| threatning us. And fo long as the Fleet conti- 
| nued in that place, they ſtill kept within ſight 
of us, ſome in their Canoes, and others on the 
| River fide... When we weighed Anchor they 
ot on head of us, and joined all together near 
F "a Town that ſtood very high, upon one ſide of 
| theRiver, as if they intended to ſtay and fight 
| us there. Fach Brigantine had a. Canoe at het 
Stern, to ſerve when occaſion offered. Theſe 
 Ganoes were Manned with well-armed Souldiers,

| open Plain, where the Indians durſt not moleſt

' from us , and began to take heart. again, they 
F-came upon us all of a ſudden with ſuch hideous - 
ſhouting, that we were quite ſtunn'd with it: | 
Theſe allarms laſted all night long, and halt. : 
next day, at which time the Fleet was paſt the 
Province of Quzgaltan; nevertheleſs, we found 
no more eaſe for all that ; becauſe the former be- 
fore they left us, recommended us to the Indians 
of that other Province, who preſently came 1n 
Purſuit of us with fifty-Canoes. We were engag'd 
|. with them a whole day and a night; nay, they 
had the boldneſs to board one of the Brigantines 
which was retreating with its Canoe at the ſtern, 
F out of which they took an Indian woman , and - 
| wounded ſome Souldiers. They who carried®* 
| the horſes in the Caxoes, being weary of rowing - 
| fo longa time, reſted themſelves ſometimes ; and: 
| then the Zrdians fell upon them immediately. + 
| This obliged the Brigantines to 'ſtay for them, - 
| Which was a great hindrance to us, ſo that the | 
| Governour relolved to put aſhoar , and kill all * 
| the horſes ; accordingly. having found a place fit 
| for putting that deſign in execution , we landed, 
| and killed thefe poor beaſts, that were dried as

Royal Bounty and demonſtrations of a ſingular 
Aﬀe&ion, to engage the Lamas-into' his intereſts. 
Theſe having great Credit and Authority over 
the whole Nation, eaſily perſwaded them to ſub- 
mit to the Government of ſo great a Prince ; and 
it is in conſideration of that ſervice rendred to the 


State, that the preſent Emperour till looks upon, 


the Lamas with a favourable eye., that he is li- 
* beral unto ther, and makes uſe of them to keep 
| the Zartars in due obedience ;. though inwardly 
| He deſpiſes them, looking upon them asa dull and 
blockiſh fort of men, wha have not the leaſt tin- 
Qure of Arts and Sciences, wherein that Prince; 
| doubtleſs, ſhews a great.deal of Wiſdom and Poli- 
| CY 10 difguiſing ſo his real thoughts , by thoſe ex- 
* ternal marks of eſteem and kindneſs. . |
